DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 6-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on November 5, 2004. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in paragraph 0016, 
line 6, "Pleats 108b" should read - Pleat 108b « and in paragraph 0016, line 8, "from an 
inverted" should read - form an inverted". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

The structure of the pleated pocket device is not clearly set forth in the claims. It is 
unclear if both the first and second sections have a first pleat and a second pleat, or if the first 
pleat and a second pleat are the same structure on both first section and the second section. 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

5. Claims 1-5,14-24,26, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jones et al (US 5,341,928). 

Viewing figures 2 and 5, the upper section of the back panel 5 has pleats 8 extending 
into the second portion 4. A third section below the expanding second section forms a cavity 
bottom with the front panel 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones. 
Jones teaches the claimed device except for a bottom panel adjacent the bottom 

section. 

The examiner takes Official notice that it is known in the bag art to provide a bag with or 
without a bottom panel. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide a bottom panel between the front and back panels of Jones. Doing so allows 
the bag to be self-supporting. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
